Seminary Celebrates 
Library Week; 
Other Seminary News 


A Shakespeare Festival commemo- 
rating the 368th birthday of the great 
English dramatist ended Library week 
Saturday at Talcott Library of the 
Northfield Seminary. 

Featuring the Festival was the ap- 
pearance of a living mint plant which 
once grew in the garden of Shake- 
speare at Startford. This was loaned 
by Miss Fanny Chutter of East North- 
field, who has tenderly transplanted it 
a number of yeara since she received 
it. 

The program included the presenta- 
tion of several scenes from Ha'mlet, 
Macbeth and AsYou Like It by the 
senior English class. Two prizes were 
given to the winners in a contest com- 
pleting familiar quotations from the 
works of the great bard. First prize 
of two leather-bound volumes of tra- 
gedies and comedies of Shakespeare 
to the winning individual; and a prize 
of a copy of the Midsummer Night's 
Dream, illustrated in color by Arthur 
Bachham to the dormitory having the 

largest number of contestants doing 
the best work in completing quota- 
.tions. Refreshments were served at 
.the library. 

Library Week began Tuesday of 
last week when a chapel service was 
devoted to a talk by the librarian, 
Ruth Truesdale, who spoke on Inter- 

.esting and Uninteresting Libraries. 
During the week 75 new books have 
been on display, as well as many 
sketches of scenes around Stratford, 
especially views of the new Shake- 
speare Theater, which was to be ded- 
icated last Saturday. At that time the 
broadcast of formal dedication of the 
new Shakespeare Theatre was re- 
ceived at the Library. 

Several old editions on Shakespeare 
are on display. A 1793 edition of 20 
volumes of Dr. Samuel Johnson’s 
Preface and his Shakespeare have 
been loaned by W. R. Moody. An 
undated volume of Shakespeare is 
loaned by Ruth Truesdale, the libra- 
rian, and she also has a 2 volume set 
in miniature. Professor H. H. Morse 
has loaned an old edition in two vol- 
umes. There is also a china model of 
Shakespeare’s hoyse. 

A painting by Winslow Homer, 
called ‘‘A Nor’easter was presented to 
the library at this time by the class of 
1917. The Talcott Library contains 
13,500 volumes, the building being a 
gift of James Talcott in 1888. This 
was remodeled in 19265.

Northfield Union 
Of Schools Meet 


The annual meeting of the North- 
field Superintendency union was held 
at the Weldon hotel last Monday eve- 


ning with an attendance of about sev- 
enty, including many of the teachers 
of Northfield Schools, the Superin- 
tendent and school committee — and 
also representatives from Northfield, 
Warwick, Gill, Bernardston and Ley- 
den. Roy R. Hatch of Mount Hermon 
presided and was re-elected chairman 
to serve for his eighth term. Mrs, P. 
W. Eddy of Gill was re-elected secre- 
tary. 

Dinner was served at 6.30 in the 
Colonial room and was followed by a 
speaking program during which Frank 
W. Wright, deputy state commissioner 
of education, and Dr. Paul Wakefield 
of the state department of public 
health, division of tuberculosis were 


he educational supervisory plan start- 
ed at Providence, R. I., 82 years ago 
and now in operation through 76 su- 
pervisory unions in this state, Mr. 
Wright presented statistics on the 
growth of education in the United 
States. 

He called attention to the fact the 
Northfield union’s appropriation for 
schools in 1931 was $91,910 and this 
year $89,100, of which the union will 
be reimbursed $38,000 by the state. 
In the past 16 years the population of 
the state has increased 15 per cent, 
the school population 33 per cent, and 
the cost of education 264 per cent. In 
the whole country the cost of educa- 
tion in 1915 was $23,000,000, and in 
1931, $87,000,000. These figures con- 
stitute a challenge to educators, 
Wright said, to justify the faith 
shown in them by the general public. 


Firemen Busy 


About The Town 


The local firemen were kept busy 
last week and especially on Sunday. 
Grass fires needed attention near the 
residences of Mr. Max Huber and Mr. 
Fred Huber on Winchester Road and 
one near the Proctor Block as well as 
on Birnam Road last week. Sunday 
calls were made for chimney fires at 
the homes of Mr. W. G. Slate, and 
Edward Bistrek and on Sunday after 
noon at five o’clock a general) alarm 
sounded for a woods fire on land of 
Mr. Buffum in West Northfield. The 
wind which blew made the fire furious 
and the flames leaping high in the 
air was seen from all East Northfield. 

Firemen answering the call with 
Chief Galen Stearns were assisted by 
nearly one hundred men with shovels 
and back fired but not until about 
twenty acres had been burned over 
after a two hour hard fight. Men 
were left on guard all night. This 
work of devastation and fighting fire 
was a hard penalty to pay for the 
carelessness of some smokers on a 
Mayflower picking excursion. 

Fires have been quite prevalent 
about the county this year and open 
air fires of any sort are prohibited 
without permits. 

For the present no _ permits are 
granted except on rainy days.

Hermon Librarian Resigns; 
Miss Miller To End Work 
Successor Not Appointed 


Miss Anna L. Miller, librarian of 
the Schauffler Memorial Library, sur- 
prised her many friends this week by 
announcing her retirement from 
Mount Hermon School to take effect 
September Ist. Miss Miller will live 
in Greenfield. 

Miss Miller came to Mount Hermon 
some years ago at the request of Dr. 
Cutler to take charge of the library, 
which in 1913 occupied a new build- 
ing. This was built as a gift from 
Mrs. A. F. Schauffler in honor of 
her father, Dr. William G. Schauffler. 
Under Miss Miller’s supervision the li- 
brary has continued to grow with the 
expansion of the school, so that today 
it contains 18,600 volumes and 75 
current periodicals. 

A sister, Miss Mary J. Miller, was 
registrar of the school for many years 
until her death in 1926. “Miss Anna,” 
as her friends call her, came to Her- 
mon from Cleveland, where she still 
has a home. Her great grandfather on 
her mother’s side, was Nathaniel Do- 
an, a descendant of deacon Doan of 
England, who was one of the founders 
of Cleveland. 

Miss Miller has been active in wom- 
en’s club work in Cleveland, and also 
at Mount Hermon. 

Her successor has not yet been an- 
nounced.

Brattleboro Firm 
Observes Anniversary 


The firm of Houghton.and Simonds 
vf Brattleboro is to celebrate its 30th 
anniversary beginning Friday of this 
week. This house has provided a pop- 
ular shopping place for Northfield 
people for many years and its name 
is a household word. Its reputation 
and character has been well main- 
tained and both Major Houghton and 
Mr. Simonds are giving their personal 
attention to the institution and its 
customers. In 1928 the store was 
materially enlarged and new equip- 
ment such as counters and show cases 
added making it at once most attrac- 
tive and “homey.” 

Houghton & Simonds began busi- 
ness April 7, 1902, when they suc- 
ceeded F. K. Barrows in the owner- 
ship of the fancy drygoods business in 
what is now the north store.
